NOW IT'S OFFICIAL: 
Immigration does 
keep down wages 


E Bank of England, in its 

assessment of the impact of 
immigration on the workplace has 
concluded that the arrival of migrant 
workers is keeping down wages. 
The report found that wages were 
failing to rise because employers 
were increasingly turning to migrant 
workers to fill job vacancies. 
Each month this year, unemployment 
has risen, yet at the same time the 
number of those in employmerit has 
also risen indicating that employers 
are not recruiting from the pool of 
unemployed Britons. 
The Labour Government, through 
its immigration policy, is keeping 
down the wages of the low-paid 
and reinforcing the gap between rich 
and poor. Low cost migrant labour 
provides cheaper services enabling 
the rich to enjoy their lifestyle at 
a premium but it undermines the 
indigenous workforce by keeping 
their wages to a minimum. 
This assessment of immigration is 
backed up by David Coleman, 
professor of demography at Oxford 
University. In his paper The Economic 
Effects of Immigration into the United 
Kingdom, David Coleman warns: 
“The interests of more vulnerable 
sections of the domestic population may | 
be damaged by inimigration and any ; 
fiscal or economic benefits are unlikely 
to bear comparison with immigration’s 
substantial and permanent demographic 
and environmental impact.”

N THE West Yorkshire town of 

Keighley there have been allega- 
tions that scores of under-age White 
girls have been gang-raped by men 
of Pakistani origin. 
It is the largest and most alarming 
child molestation accusation that has 
ever been made in this country, and 
it is at times like these that our child 
protection agencies, like the National 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Children (NSPCC), usually come 
to the defence of the vulnerable. 
The message of the NSPCC appears 
regularly on television, warning that 
every parent is a possible child-beater 
or paedophile. Such is the power of 
their message that we feel guilty about 
each and every bruise that our children 
picks up in the playground. 
You would have thought that the 
NSPCC would be at the forefront of 
investigations into the alleged mass 
gang rapes of under age girls in 
Keighley, but you would be wrong. 
The office of the NSPCC in Leeds 
had never heard of the problem, the 
Bradford office knew about it, but 
didn’t know what was being done 
about it. The London office said they 
could not comment until they had 
drawn up a considered response. 
So there we have it. When faced

the UK has ever seen, the NSPCC - 
an organisation that begs for money 
using every media outlet, supposedly 
in order to protect our children - 
appears to have turned a blind eye.

_And let no-one be in any doubt that 


this problem of gang-rapes by men 
of Pakistani origin is real and not 
simply BNP propaganda. Channel 4 
ran a documentary about the problem, 
in which Social Services in Keighley 
were adamant that there was a serious 
and ongoing child abuse occuring in 
the area. 

During the police investigations into 
this case one suspect.was eventually 
arrested, and in February of 2005

Shabir Ahmed was jailed for indecently 
assaulting a 13 year old girl.

However, having made this initial 
breakthrough the police have now 
dropped the case. This casual attitude 
to the biggest child abuse scandal in 
the UK is in marked contrast to the 
huge efforts that were made by the 
police to investigate child abuse on the 
Pacific island of Pitcairn. Then police 
officers were sent half way around the 
world to investigate and charge the 
offenders, and the case was splashed 
across every national newspaper. 

But in our own leafy towns and 
suburbs, both the police and the 
media fall silent. Pakistani men 
raping young white girls is just 
too much of an embarrassment to 
Labour’s multicultural experiment.

ARENTS at a-Wiltshire school 

are worried that their children 
are being brainwashed about Islam 
in their Religious Education classes.

HERE IS __ overwhelming 
support among primary and 


secondary school teaching staff

A survey published last month by 
the Times Educational Supplement 
found that two-thirds of secondary 
headteachers say some of their pupils 
should be in special schools and four 
out of five teachers want an end to the 
closure of special schools. 

The survey. comes close on the 
heels of a spectacular U-turn by a

In.a polite rebuttal of the current P.C 
concept that equality is absolute, she 
points out that, “children are different, 
and it is essential to acknowledge 
this, since refusal to address genuine 
differences can wholly undermine our 
attempts to meet children’s needs.” 
This Labour Government has 
championed integration policies and, 
in 2001, introduced the Special and 
Educational Needs Disability Act 
which states that the special 
educational needs of children will 
normally be met in mainstream 
schools. It is adherence to this 
principle that has forced local author- 
ities to close down dedicated special 
schools - tailored to meet individual 


abilities and needs - and, instead, to 
channel all children into a uniform 
‘one size fits all’ system. 

Despite the evident disillusionment of

UN predicts 50 million on the move within five years |

IFTY MILLION Third World 

refugees will be on the move 
within the next five years, according 
to a leading United Nations agency. 
Many of them driven from their 
homes due to _ environmental 
disasters caused by climate change 
being made steadily worse by 
uncontrolled Indian and Chinese 
industrialisation. 
Janos Bogardi, director of the United 
Nations University’s Institute for 
Environment and Human Security 
(UNU-EHS) in Bonn, Germany, 
warned that the next big flood of 
asylum-seekers and refugees will. 
dwarf those seen in recent years: 
“In poorer rural areas especially, one 
of the biggest sources of refugees 
is land degradation and desertifi- 
cation, which may be caused by 
unsustainable land use - interacting 
with climate change, amplified by 
population growth. 
“A second issue is flooding, caused ° 
I would say by increasing levels of 
carbon dioxide in the atmosphere 
Super-imposed with probably some 
natural fluctuations.” 
This UN projected figure of 50 million 
on the move in five years is derived 
from a number of previous reports, 
including the 1999 World Disasters 
Report from the International Red 
Cross. | 
This fifty million is only the start. 
Vast areas of the Third World are 
being exhausted by primitive farming 


techniques in an effort to feed more 
and more people. It is also being 
turned into desert or flooded out 
by climate change caused by 
uncontrolled and _ ever-increasing 
greenhouse gas emissions from Third 
World - especially Chinese and Indian 
- heavy industry. 

As a result tens, then hfindreds and 
eventually thousands of millions of 
people will be driven in desperate, 
starving hordes to seek other land 
elsewhere. Mostly other nearby Third 
World land at first, sparking off wars 
over land, water and food which will 
create even more refugees. But sooner

or later they will head for the last 
islands of food, land and wealth they 
know to exist in the World — ours in 
the West. Arriving in ever increasing 
numbers and requiring all the services 
available until they become the straw 
that breaks the camel’s back and turn 
our world into a ruined world, a Third 
World that has become the whole 
world. More and more ecologies will 
collapse and more and more species 
will become extinct until humanity 
itself very likely perishes. | 

The tide of global environmental 
collapse is rising. It will drive wave 
after wave of refugees, each wave 
higher and more desperately driven 
than the last, to batter against the 
walls of the West. If we stand firm, 
and keep them from swamping us, 
we can survive, and the tide will 
eventually ebb away, but we must 
have the will to do this. 

Thirty years ago the great French 
author Jean Raspail, in his classic 
The Camp of the Saints, predicted the 
day when the starving Third World 
hordes would come to take our land 
from us. In his fiction, we didn’t have 
the will to survive. Liberalism and 
misplaced sympathy caused the West 
to open the gates and let them come. 
In Raspail’s fictional story our civili- 
zation died. In our real world we 
must close the gates, batten down 
the hatches, guard the walls of the 
West and withstand this coming 
swarm if we want to be able to offer 
our children a secure future. 


T IS NOW ‘biologically inevitable’ that tens or hundreds of thousands 

of Britons will die sooner or later of a mutated bird flu plague. That’s 
what the Government’s Chief Medical Officer, Sir Liam Donaldson, told 
a meeting of 30 top health service officials last month. | 
He admitted the Government hasn't got enough antiviral drugs to fight the 
plague if it comes this winter and what is available has been earmarked 
for ‘key personnel’ - which turns out to be, in the main, the Labour Party 
leadership and their civil servants. 
The rest of us will get a free ‘Protect and Survive’ leaflet shoved through 
our letterboxes, telling us to try not to catch the plague, wrap up warm and 
drink plenty of fluids if we do, and above all stay at home and don’t panic. 
In other words die in an orderly manner. 
Sir Liam says that the threatened global pandemic is just one of those 
things and nobody’s fault if it happens. As he put it, “We can’t make this 
pandemic go away, because it is a natural phenomenon, it will come’. 
But he is wrong. It is not a natural phenomenon it is caused by 
human behaviour. Specifically the globalized free market economy 
and the massive movement of people around the world it requires. 
Bird flu is likely to become the latest of a long line of epidemic diseases 
to mutate and cross the species barrier, finding us a new and defenceless 
prey. Such diseases are far more likely to do this if humans live cheek by 
jowl with their original animal hosts in insanitary conditions. This is how 
our ancestors long ago caught rinderpest and cowpox off the cattle who 
lived with them in their huts, spawning measles and smallpox. 
But that is less likely in the West now. Few Britons spend any time near 
poultry, still less wild birds. Eggs and poultry are generally well-cooked 
and subject to public health laws. The chances of the pandemic starting in 
the West is very low. If we were left alone, we’d be safe.

hence people catch bird flu, and so it's much more likely the human 
pandemic mutant will arise there. | 

But thanks to globalization, it won’t stay there. Every day, millions of 
people swill around the world, carried by jumbo jets in a few hours, 
with no controls or quarantine procedures on arrival. Someone could 
catch the new pandemic flu in Shanghai and be spreading it in 
London in less than a day, before they even knew they were ill. 

As long as people can go to and fro about the world in millions, 
uncontrolled, and can travel in a few hours from the heart of the Third 
World to the heart of London, as long as we are a “one World Economy” 
we are playing Russian roulette with the survival of our species. 

Thirty years ago the BBC drama series Survivors, depicted a flu-like 
pandemic. It showed the collapse of British society and civilization and 
the pathetic few survivors left scrabbling for a bare existence in the ruins 
of a world. The opening sequence of each episode showed it spreading 
in hours, a few days at most, across the world, a chilling sequence of 
jumbo jets, airports, and cursory immigration stamps on passports in 
world capital after world capital. . 5

LTHOUGH British Nationalism 

is an ideology which is rooted 
principally in our own thinkers and 
ideas, we are not so narrow-minded 
as to exclude those of other nations 
and peoples whose ideas march in 
step with our own. One such was 
Vincenzo Gioacchino Raffaele Luigi 
Pecci (1810-1903) better known as 
His Holiness Pope Leo XIII. 
His importance for us lies in his 
codification of the Catholic Church’s 
teaching on economic and _ social 
issues in his great 1891 encyclical, 
Rerum Novarum. A teaching which is 
reflected today in the policies of only 
one British political party, the BNP. 
This historic Encyclical opens with a 
penetrating critique of capitalism: 
‘By degrees it has come to pass 
that working men have been surren- 
dered, isolated and helpless, to the 
hard-heartedness of employers and 
the greed of unchecked competition. 
“To this must be added that the hiring 
of labour and the conduct of trade are 
concentrated in the hands of compar- 
atively few; so that a small number 
of very rich men have been able to 
lay upon the teeming masses of the 
labouring poor a yoke little better 
than that of slavery itself.” 
Since these words were written, 
capitalism has become global, and 
even more greedy and ruthless. 
Yet, evil as capitalism is, communism, 
Pope Leo rightly teaches, is no better. 
“That ideal equality about which they 
entertain pleasant dreams would be

in reality the levelling down of all 
to a like condition of misery and 
degradation. Hence, it is clear that the 
main tenet of socialism, community of 
goods, must be utterly rejected, since 
it only injures those whom it would 
seem meant to benefit.’ 

This was a warning written decades 
before Stalin and Pol Pot. 

The Roman Catholic Church, like the 
British National Party rejected both 
liberal ideologies. Founding its Third 
Way on an understanding of human 
nature we could not better express 
than this wise Pope did: 

“There naturally exist among 
mankind manifold differences of the 
most important kind; people differ 
in capacity, skill, health, strength; 
and unequal fortune is a necessary 
result of unequal condition. Such 
inequality is far from being disadvan- 
tageous either to individuals or to 
the community. Social and public life 
can only be maintained by means of 
various kinds of capacity for business 
and the playing of many parts; and 


- each man, as a rule, chooses the part 


which suits his own peculiar domestic 
condition.” But “every man has by 
nature the right to possess property 
as his own” 

This is the foundation of the ideas 
later championed by Distributists like 


Chesterton and Belloc, and today by 


the British National Party. 

As Pope Leo correctly observes: 
“Men always work harder and more 
readily when they work on that which 
belongs to them; nay, they learn 
to love the very soil that yields in 
response to the labour of their hands, 


not only food to eat, but an abundance 
of good things for themselves and 
those that are dear to them. That such 
a spirit of willing labour would add 
to the produce of the earth and to 
the wealth of the community is self 
evident. ”’ 
Pope Leo goes on to throw the 
magisterium of his 2000-year old 
Church behind our position on the 
subject of immigration: 
“A third advantage would spring 
from this: men would cling to the 
country in which they were born, for 
no one would exchange his country 
for a foreign land if his own afforded 
him the means of living a decent and 
happy life.” 
Nationalists who are told that our 
position on this issue is “unchristian” 
could do no better than quote this 
Papal Encyclical on the subject! 
It is those Christians who do 


nothing to stop the shipping of 


people around the world in the 
service of global greed, spreading 
misery in the lands they leave 
and the lands upon whom they 
are dumped without asking the 
native population, and in_ the 
process importing anti-Christian 
religions, who should question their 
conscience not us. 

The BNP is not a religious or 
a sectarian party. Modern British 
nationalism evolved its economic and 
social policy largely independently of 
any outside influence in the 1960’s 
and 1970’s. But we were happy 
to discover that others had come 
to the same conclusions before us. 
For British Catholics who wish to 
follow the teachings of their Church, 
on social and economic issues and 
indeed on ‘immigration, there is only 
one party they can in conscience 
support — the British National Party.

HERE HAS BEEN much soul searching in this country over the 
rioting in France. What could have possibly gone wrong there 
and could it happen here? 
The Guardian of course has the answer to the cause of the unrest: it has 
to be the fault of the Republique where ‘special treatment’ is outlawed, 
and enshrined within the law is the fact that all citizens are equal. 
A noble aspiration one would think and one which certainly worked 
well when France was a homogenised society, but it seems to be falling 
apart within a multi-ethnic one. As different ethnic groups vary in their 
behaviour conducive to success, those that fall behind certainly don’t 
intend to do so quietly; and so in other countries governments have 
resorted to metering out ‘special treatment’ to keep the peace. 
There has always been a suspicion that special treatment was occurring 
here and when it does it has to be remembered that the cash comes from 
just one pot, the government’s - and that is our money. 
Any extra funding to one ethnic group has to be at the expense of 
another. One can easily see which particular ethnic group is losing out 
within our society. It is the one which doesn’t complain or riot but 
struggles to get on with life: it is the white working class. 
This was clearly illustrated in a recent Panorama programme which 
focused on the Rowner Estate in Gosport. We saw the white working: 
class mother earning a pittance at her local Care Home and struggling © 
home exhausted after a 14 hour shift. Her husband meanwhile worked 
over 50 hours a week just to keep their heads above water. | 
The Rowner Estate itself has been neglected in recent years. The physical 
fabric of the building is in disrepair and the lifts don’t work. The only 
government money has been in the shape a a Sure Start scheme for 
under 4 year olds. 
Compare this to the Broadwater Farm Estate in London. This is the 
estate which saw the notorious riots in 1985 when PC Blakelock was 
hacked to death. Since then it has received £33 million of government 
money. It now boasts concierge lobbies and a community police officer. 
All the blocks of flats have been completely redesigned. 
No-one is suggesting that the white working class should take to 
rioting to become entitled to ‘special treatment’, but the reality is 
that the government relies on their support to retain its seat of 
power and that if that support were to switch their vote to the BNP, 
the government would very soon become aware of their presence.

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Britain's wind is ideal 
for energy production 


RITAIN’S wind supply is ideal 

for generating _ electricity 
because its steady stiff breezes 
enable UK turbines to produce 
more energy than turbines in wind 
farms in other parts of Europe. 
That’s according to an Oxford 
University. study which analysed 


hourly wind speed records collected 


by the Met Office at 66 locations 
across the United Kingdom since 
1970. The research also found that 
Britain’s wind was “dependable”, and 
usually available at times of peak 
electricity demand - during evenings 
and the winter. 

These findings are very good news 
and if acted upon could see wind 
power. making up 20% of the 


country’s energy needs by 2020. 
Wind farms should form a vital 
part of Britain’s energy programme 
along with other eco-friendly options 
such as solar power, wave power 
and biomass fuelled power stations 
to provide renewable, sustainable, 
relatively pollution free and carbon 
neutral energy. 

Opponents of wind farms argue the 
turbines will alter the British landscape. 
That’s quite correct, but not as much 
as climate change would alter it. 
Climate change could see vast tracks 
of Britain disappear under the sea 
unless urgent action is taken to boost 
the contribution of renewable energy 
and ensure that emissions of carbon 
dioxide are reduced.

BRITISH company has been 

driven out of business because 
it has refused to exploit cheap Third 
World labour and has insisted on 
its products being made in Britain. 
Clarecraft, in Bury St Edmunds, made 
little figurines - the sort often put 
on mantelpieces and sitting room 
shelves - and other gift items based on 
traditional British legends, fairytales 
and mediaeval crafts. 
One of its ‘best sellers’ was a 
collection of characters from the 
Giles cartoon. It was also the official 
supplier of “Discworld” gift figurines 
licensed by popular English fantasy 
writer Terry Pratchett. 


For many years it was very successful 
and provided jobs for Suffolk 
craftsmen, woodcarvers and artists, 
but now it has been forced to close. 
An official company spokesperson 
explained why: 

“Things have been tough for the 
British gift industry as a whole and 
Clarecraft in particular has suffered 
because we have been determined to 
keep our manufacturing in Britain.” 
Globalisation forces British business 
to ship production abroad or face 
bankruptcy. British industry will never 
be able to compete against Chinese 
competition built up on wages 
one-sixth of those paid in the UK.

Easington 1951: The endless 
bloody price of coal 


HE ALARM which signalled 

an accident underground and 
Summoned miners from their 
homes to join rescue teams went 
off in Easington, County Durham 
just before dawn on Tuesday May 
29th 1951. 
Sparks from a mechanical coal cutter, 
working 900 feet below the surface 
of the local colliery, had ignited 
firedamp, causing a massive 
explosion which brought down 120 
yards of roof. Eighty-one miners 
were instantly entombed. 
The explosion couldn’t have 
happened at a worse time as the 43 
men of the fore shift were about to 
take over from the 38 stone shift 
men coming to the end of their 
overnight stint. | 
As the first rescuers went 
underground, the families of those 
trapped underground gathered to 
begin a pithead vigil which was to

50 Polish drivers which upset staff as 
migrant workers have no interest in 
the current negotiations for improved 
wages and terms of contract. 
Recently the company announced it 
had donated £50,000 towards the 
Pakistan earthquake fund, this despite 
bosses telling drivers that there was 
no further money on the table.

N the campaign for election 

to the Student Union for 
Manchester University last year, 
BNP student Joseph Finnon, won 
118 first preference votes which 
was 5% of the total cast.

The Disciplinary Committee met on 
20th April, and then again on 4th May 
but could not reach a decision on the 
matter. For the last five months Joe 
Finnon has pressed the Union for a 
ruling regarding the complaint. 
“IT believe that the actions of the 
Student Union are discriminatory 
against me because I am a student who 
supports the BNP,” he told Freedom. 
“Had I been anybody else in this Union, 
the matter would have been resolved 
immediately and I would not have been 
kept waiting until anew term.” 
“T believe that no BNP student, or 
any student for that matter, should be 
discriminated against in such a way by 


the Union claiming to represent them.

“T think it would have been revealing 
to highlight this, “hate crime’ against 
our war dead and their memory, 
whilst you were discussing the subject 
as this would have given your readers 
another perspective of the problem.
